Hard work remains at 
forefront on anniversary 
of Haiti earthquake

PORT-AU-PRINCE President Rene Preval on 
Tuesday launched a poignant first anniver- 
sary remembrance of Haiti’s devastating 
2010 earthquake, laying a wreath at the mass 
grave of tens of thousands of quake victims 
and saying his country would never forget 
them. 

On a dusty hill overlooking the blue Ca- 
ribbean six miles north of the capital Port- 
au-Prince, the Haitian president, his wife, 
Elisabeth, and members of his cabinet at- 
tended a somber memorial for the some 
quarter of a million people killed in the Jan. 
12 quake a year ago. 

Between 150,000 and 200,000 victims are 


believed to be buried at the St. Christophe 
mass grave site, where in the chaotic days 
following the disaster trucks carried heaps 
of crushed and mutilated bodies gathered in 
the capital’s shattered streets for hasty burial 
in troughs scooped out of the earth. 

“Women and men of Haiti, adults, chil- 
dren fallen in all places; at work, at school, 
at church, in the street, everywhere, we want 
to say to all: We remember you, we will never 
forget you,” Preval said. 

Hundreds of black-painted wooden cross- 
es cover the burial site, which was marked by 
two banners proclaiming in Haitian Creole 
“January 12, we will never forget.” A larger 
black cross overlooks the site, which also was 
flanked by recently planted trees and poles 
from which white fabric had been hung. 

The anniversary of a disaster that many 
experts call the biggest urban catastrophe 
in modern history is going ahead amid a 


barrage of criticism and controversy over 
Haiti’s slow recovery and reconstruction, 
despite billions of dollars of international 
donations and aid pledges. 

With rubble still clogging much of Port- 
au-Prince and more than 800,000 survivors 
camped out under tents and tarpaulins, 
questions are being asked about the effec- 
tiveness of the multibillion-dollar interna- 
tional aid effort. 

“Look, nobody’s been more frustrated 
than I am that we haven’t done more,” said 
former President Bill Clinton, the United 
Nations special envoy to Haiti, who co- 
chairs an Interim Haiti Recovery Commis- 
sion with outgoing Haitian Prime Minister 
Jean-Max Bellerive. 

“But I’m encouraged if you look at how 
much faster it’s been going in the last four 
months,” Clinton told reporters at a debris- 
clearing site in Port-au-Prince.

Local media and celebrity websites 
reported that Ted Williams, 53, and his 
daughter were questioned after getting 
into an argument at the hotel. 

Williams, a former radio announcer who 
became homeless after battling drugs and 
alcohol, attracted millions of Y)uTube hits 
after The Columbus Dispatch posted a 
video of him panhandling using radio MC 
imitations. 

He since has appeared on morning news 
programs including “The Today Show” to 
talk about new voice-over job offers with 
the Cleveland Cavaliers and Kraft and his 
stunning instant rise from begging on the 
streets. 



Move over, AT&T: Verizon lands seat at iPhone table

NEW YORK Frustrated Verizon Wireless consumers 
soon will get their hands on Apple iPhone after wait- 
ing three and a half years. 

The top U.S. wireless operator will begin selling 
a version of the phone Feb. 10 at the same prices as 
AT&T. 


The new phone puts an end to AT&T’s 3-year-old 
status as the exclusive U.S. provider for the iPhone — 
but leaves questions about how much Verizon Wire- 
less would be able to capitalize on the deal with 
Apple. 

For one, Verizon did not say Tuesday what it would 
charge for its iPhone data and service plans when the 


phone goes on sale. There were expectations that it 
would trump AT&T by offering the device with un- 
limited data service plans. 

Verizon likely will announce those prices before 
pre-orders begin Feb. 3, said Verizon Wireless Chief 
Executive Daniel Mead. He said he was prepared for 
“unprecedented” demand.

Will you buy coffee 
from the mermaid? 

Here we go again. 

After the Gap contro- 
versy last fall when the brand 
changed logos and then 
promptly switched back after 
customer outrage, Starbucks 
has opened the floodgates with 
a logo makeover of its own. 

Last week, Starbucks CEO 
Howard Schultz announced the company would 
reboot its logo in March to stay relevant and poised for 
future growth. Thus, the world’s largest coffee company is giving 
the mermaid a fourth look in time for her 40th birthday— and not 
everybody likes it. 

The new logo drops the “Starbucks coffee” words that surround the 
siren and makes her a sole presence, emulating brands such as Nike, 
Apple and McDonald’s that have the swagger to identify themselves 
only by a swoosh, apple or arches, respectively 

As the creative director of a global ad agency, I am generally a 
proponent of upgrades to keep brands fresh, and Starbucks eventually 
aims to be an experience, not just a coffee shop. But I have to wonder 
about Starbucks’ assumption that a majority of consumers will recog- 
nize their mermaid. Ask yourself this: If you were a not a rewards card 
holder or president of the Starbucks fan club, would you identify that 
icon as Starbucks and enter the store for a cappuccino? 

When the Gap fiasco went down last year, some people speculated 
that Gap adopted an uninspired, lackluster logo with full knowledge 
that it was a step back. 

Conspiracy theorizing is as American as PB&J, and blogs created 
an avalanche of discussion and analysis of Gap’s bungle, but could it 
really have been an elaborate ploy to rile up the social media masses? I 
don’t know anything about how Gap operates behind the scenes, but 
I doubt it. After working on some similar retail accounts, I can assure 
you that using negative customer feedback to become relevant again 
is not a planned marketing strategy 

Those same conspiracy theorists have their doubts about Starbucks 
too, including speculation that Starbucks is trying to save on ink costs 
by going to a single color in its logo. Some even feel the new logo 
is subliminal advertising at its best (at least among the young male 
segment) as each revamped logo has zoomed closer to the mermaid’s 
chest. 

I’m not a big fan of the change. I find the green circle around the 
old logo to be more identifiable to the brand than the mermaid. But 
for now, let’s give Starbucks credit for a gutsy move. 

The worst-case scenario if the criticism continues is the 
company returns to its old design. And if that happens, it might be 
time to give those conspiracy theorists another listen.

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If you’re in no mood to brave the cold, have your luxury services brought to your doorstep

It’s time for a RedEye confessional. 

Come on, out with it. 

Have you canceled weekend plans to avoid scraping 
and re-scraping your iced-in car? 

Are you taking cabs rather than the “E’ to avoid be- 
coming a human popsicle on the platform? 

Have you fully embraced online movie rentals be- 
cause you hate going to a show in the snow? 

If you answered “yes” to any of the above questions, 
we really can’t blame you. The bad news: The snow 
ain’t going away anytime soon. The good news: More 
local businesses are stepping into the delivery game, 
responding to customer demand for door-to-door ser- 
vice. 

While this summer the city was abuzz with gastro 
gossip about food delivery trucks and where to find 
them, this winter, it’s all about the services you can 
have brought to you. We’re talking at-home spray 
tans, gourmet meals and even chiropractic care. 
RedEye spoke with local business owners— includ- 
ing two who have launched unique delivery services 
within the past month— to find out what they’re of- 
fering. 

Bronzeville-based entrepreneur Nicole Jones is no 
stranger to bringing the business to her customers. In 
addition to her retail store, for years she has operated 
Sensual Steps shoe salon parties at clients’ homes, 
charging $150 for two hours of shoe showcasing, 
games, raffles and a fashion show. Jones would arrive 
on the scene in a bright pink Hummer stocked with 
shoes customers pre-selected from her website. 

But last month, Jones launched a service that sends 
a sales representative directly to her customers’ doors. 
A would-be customer chooses a shoe from the website 
and a Sensual Steps staffer brings it over for a fitting. 

Somewhere, Carrie Bradshaw is jealous. 

“We want to make it easier for customers,” said Jones, 
who offers the service to Chicago-area customers. 

Another to-your-door option will actually pick up 
and return your dog to daycare. Urban Out Sitters, a 
West Loop-based pet care service, will transport your 
dog if it attends daycare five days a week, according 
to business owner Joseph Giannini. Urban Out Sit- 
ters also takes house keys from customers so staffers

can pick up or drop off dogs without the owner being 
home. Giannini said approximately 60 of his 100 daily 
doggie daycare clients are signed up for the service, 
which is built into the Szq-a-day daycare price if cli- 
ents attend five days a week. 

Eor less consistent daycare attendees, a $5 fee per 
day is tacked on to the daycare price for the transpor- 
tation service. 

“It’s almost cheaper than the CTA,” Giannini said 
of the service fee. 

Speaking of the CTA, one new delivery business 
began to help their clients avoid taking buses, trains 
or paying parking fees when seeking medical services. 
Doctors Bryan Abrams and Anthony Ries recently 
launched Concierge Chiropractic to make ending 
back pain a, well, snap, according to spokeswoman 
Jesse Palter. The two doctors make house calls to of- 
fer their services, arriving with a mobile chiropractic 
table, laptop, an assistant and even a hospital gown for 
each patient. 

“Because of city living, it’s stressful and hard to 
visit a health care physician,” Palter said of the doc- 
tor duo’s decision to go mobile, after initially hunting 
for a facility space they could share. “Public transit is 
time consuming, parking is hard downtown and, not 
to mention, the weather we have in Chicago.” 

Concierge Chiropractic, which officially launched 
a month ago, serves the Gold Coast and River North. 
The pair is not required to obtain special city per- 


mits, according to Efrat Stein, spokeswoman for the 
department of business affairs and consumer protec- 
tions. But they are regulated by the Illinois depart- 
ment of public health, Stein said. 

The only doctor’s office amenity that Concierge 
Chiropractic lacks is the X-ray, according to Palter, 
who said that if X-rays are called for, the chiropractors 
refer patients to their primary care physicians or a lo- 
cal imaging center. The doctors do not accept insur- 
ance; their services are $150 for the first visit— which 
can include a physical exam and treatment within the 
first hour. Subsequent appointments are $80 for every 
30-45 minutes of care. 

Now, if your only pain is in your stomach— and it 
recurs only around lunch and dinnertime— a South 
Loop-based chef might be your meal ticket. Chef Ju- 
lius Russell, the mind behind the food delivery and 
prep service Tale of Two Chefs, offers door-to-door 
dining fare including duck confit, braised short rib 
sandwiches and lasagna topped with shaved truffles. 
Russell delivers as far as the city limits and a bit be- 
yond delivering what he describes as decadent but af- 
fordable food. 

“Depending on what you get and how you want it, I 
may send a chef out there with the delivery” said Russell, 
who charges from $50 -$350, depending on the dishes, 
for a meal that feeds two people for about two days. “If 
you tell me you want cognac shrimp and because I know 
what it takes to do that, there’s a good chance we’ll prep 
it and partially cook it and then have the chef come into 
your house for 10 minutes to finish it.” 

Russell maintains a city license to cook within his 
business, but sidesteps the licensing issues experi- 
enced by gastro trucks because he is preparing food in 
a professional kitchen, not in transit. 

He has a steady stable of celebrity clients, including 
comedian Kim Coles of “In Living Color” and “Living 
Single” fame, but he says his clients are mainly young 
professionals and families with foodie flair. Even amid 
tough times, they budget for a taste from Tale. 

“Everybody has a birthday every month, an anni- 
versary month, and a guy gets in trouble with his wife 
every month,” Russell said. “Or I get the clients who 
just had a baby and they don’t feel like cooking.” 

‘And that,” the chef said, taking a dramatic pause, 
“is when they call us.” kkyles@tribune.com

HIKING TRIP 


State lawmakers weigh 
major tax increase

SPRINGFIELD Democrats pushed ahead on a 
substantial income tax increase late Tuesda}^ 
attempting to rectify Illinois’ deadbeat im- 
age with just hours remaining until the reset 
button is hit on the General Assembly 

With no votes to spare and no Republi- 
cans on board, the House sent the Senate a 
plan to raise the personal income tax 67 per- 
cent and the business income tax 46 percent. 

Democratic House Speaker Michael Ma- 
digan chided Republicans for their refusal to 
support the proposal, after he and Demo- 
cratic leaders who control the Senate spent 
days negotiating the size and scope of the 
tax plans behind closed doors with Demo- 
cratic Gov Quinn. 

“They’re on the sidelines,” Madigan said 
of Republicans. “They don’t want to get on 
the field of play” 

The House, expected to be the more dif- 


ficult place to gain traction, approved the 
measure 60-57. 

The Senate, which approved a similar- 
size tax hike in May 2009 with more of 
the proceeds going to education, huddled 
behind closed doors late Tuesday With the 
House taking out a property tax relief com- 
ponent and failing to approve a cigarette tax 
increase for schools, it remained in doubt 
whether the 37 Senate Democrats would 
provide the 30 votes needed to send the tax 
hike plan to Quinn. 

The House vote is the latest demonstra- 
tion of a Legislature that has turned increas- 
ingly liberal since the November election, 
coming in the wake of a death penalty ban 
approved Tuesday and civil unions for gay 
and straight couples approved last month. 

Quinn and Democratic legislative lead- 
ers raced to move the tax plan, which would 
raise the personal tax rate from 3 percent to 
5 percent, before a new Legislature with few- 
er Democrats is seated. At least seven lame- 
duck Democrats, who will be out of office 


Wednesday voted for it. 

Under the proposal, the current 3 per- 
cent personal income tax rate would go to 
5 percent until 2015, when it would drop to 
3.75 percent. To gain more support among 
lawmakers, the plan would further lower the 
tax rate in 2025 to 3.25 percent. 

For businesses, the current 4.8 percent 
corporate rate would go to 7 percent until 
2015, when it would drop to 5.25 percent. 
The plan calls for the corporate rate to fall in 
2025 to the current 4.8 percent. 

The tax increases, which would take ef- 
fect retroactively to Jan. i, would raise an 
estimated $6.5 billion over a full-year period. 

In addition, the measure would attempt to 
limit spending in each of the next four bud- 
get years— $36.8 biUion in the 2012 budget 
year, $37.5 billion in 2013, $38.3 billion in 2014 
and $39 billion in 2015. The state’s auditor 
general would determine if lawmakers and 
the governor exceed those spending limits. 
If the limits are exceeded, the higher income 
tax rates would revert to current levels. 


Death 
penalty 
repeal up 
to Quinn

SPRINGFIELD Gov Quinn now has 
to decide the fate of the death penal- 
ty in Illinois, a state whose troubling 
record of condemning innocent men 
to death row put it at the center of 
the national debate over capital pun- 
ishment. 

The Democratic-led Senate on 
Tuesday approved legislation to end 
the death penalty in Illinois by a vote 
of 35-22, with two senators voting 
present. The House approved the 
measure a week earlier, and now it’s 
up to Quinn. 

Quinn’s staff on Tuesday said only 
that he would review the bill. During 
the fall campaign, the Democratic 
governor said he supports “capital 
punishment when applied carefully 
and fairly” 

But Quinn also backed the mora- 
torium on executions put in place 
10 years ago by Republican Gov 
George Ryan, who in 2003 cleared 
the state’s death row after a string of 
men who had sat there were found 
innocent. 

The gravity of the issue played 
out Tuesday under the bright lights 
of the ornate Senate Chamber. 
Looking down from the specta- 
tor gallery was Gordon “Randy” 
Steidl, who spent 17 years in prison, 
including 12 on death row, after he 
was wrongfully convicted of a 1986 
double-murder. 

After the vote, Steidl said he felt 
senators knew “in their heart and 
soul” that Illinois should abolish the 
death penalty because the cost of 
making a mistake is “irreversible.” 

“We’re all human, and we all make 
mistakes,” Steidl said. “I think the 
Senate saw it, and I’m pretty sure 
that Gov Quinn is aware of it.” 

The US. Supreme Court struck 
down death penalty statutes in 
40 states, including Illinois, in 1972. 
Illinois reinstated capital punish- 
ment in 1977, and is now among 35 
states with the death penalty New 
York, New Jersey and New Mexico 
have done away with the death pen- 
alty in the past three years.

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Why are some 

restaurants 

cash-only? 


By accepting cash 
only restaurants 
avoid bank and trans- 
action fees that come 
with allowing cus- 
tomers to use credit 
cards, restaurant 
workers tell RedEye. 

“We kind of just 
wanted to avoid 
all the red tape 
and whatnot,” said 
Krystle Ratticus, 
manager at Feed 
in West Town. 

“Extra charges for 
us makes our ac- 
counting and books 
a little harder.” 

The down- 
home-cooking restaurant just tries to keep 
it simple. She said it’d be a bigger hassle to 
accept credit cards. “Nobody complains. We 
have an ATM on site and so it’s really conve- 
nient,” Ratticus said. 

Restaurants that allow credit cards to pay 
bills must pay fees at varying rates, according 
to the National Restaurant Association. Busi- 
nesses are charged processing and service 
fees for authorizing the credit card and 
routing the money and data to complete the 
transaction. They also have to pay dues and 
fees to card brands such as Visa and Master- 
Card to cover operating costs. Another cost 
is the fee on every transaction for passing 
financial information among the restaurant, 
payment processor, card brands and the 
banks that issue the credit cards. 

“It’s astronomically expensive for a restau- 
rant like us to take credit cards,” said Doug 
Sohn, owner of Hot Doug’s in Avondale. 
“Based on the number of transactions we do 
and how smaU those transactions are— I had 
estimates made, and it would be more than 
my rent every month.” 

Plus, he said, he grew up with the rule of 
not leaving the house without 20 bucks in his 
pocket. 

“I’m a little of a curmudgeon and old- 
school where I think you should carry cash 
with you at all times,” Sohn said. 

No one has left Hot Doug’s because of 
his cash-only policy, he said. When patrons 
come up to the cash register without cash, he 
said he’s allowed them to eat and then go to 
nearby cash station and come back to pay the 
bill. “We’ve never been burned,” he said.

Second conviction 
in Fenger case

A Cook County jury convicted a South Side man Tuesday night in the infa- 
mous murder of Derrion Albert, a Fenger High School sophomore whose 
videotaped fatal beating sparked a national debate on youth violence. 

The jury of nine men and three women deliberated for about fh hours be- 
fore finding Silvonus Shannon, 20, guilty of first-degree murder. The verdict 
was announced in Circuit Judge Nicholas Ford’s courtroom at about 9:30 p.m. 

The verdict marked the second conviction in the high-profile murder case. 
Fast month a 15-year-old boy was found delinquent in juvenile court. Three 
other defendants, all charged as adults, are awaiting trial. 

Shannon cried softly at word of the verdict, while Albert’s mother, Anja- 
nette, bowed her head slightly while other family members clasped each oth- 
ers’ hands over the courtroom benches. 

On the other side of the courtroom. Shannon’s mother, Tamaray began to 
weep as her son was led away by deputies. He faces 20 to 60 years in prison. 

Shannon took the witness stand Tuesday to apologize for his part in the 
September 2009 melee, but he contended Albert threw the first punch. 
Shannon said Albert was part of a group of kids from The Ville neighborhood 
near Fenger intent on fighting him and other rival students from the Altgeld 
Gardens public housing complex following school that day

Planes departing Midway in November were 
once again late more often than flights leav- 
ing any of the 28 other busiest U.S. airports, 
according to airline and airport performance 
data released Tuesday 

Three out of every 10 flights departed Mid- 
way at least 15 minutes behind schedule in 
November, according to the U.S. Department 
of Transportation. 

Midway’s performance lagged behind all 
other major airports, including delay-prone 
O’Hare, where 85 percent of departures op- 
erated on time in November. O’Hare ranked 
No. 10 out of the 29 top airports, the data 
showed. 

Midway also posted roughly the same on- 
time departure rate as in November, in the 
low 70 percent range, for the first ii months 
of 2010, according to the department’s Bu- 
reau of Transportation Statistics. That’s down 
from an average of 78 percent of flights de- 
parting on time during the same ii months in 
2009, the report noted. 

The problems can be traced to Southwest 
Airlines, which is the dominant carrier at 
Midway Systemwide, Southwest in Novem- 
ber recorded one of the lowest on-time arrival 
rates, 79 percent, among the busiest airlines. 
Fate arrivals generally lead to late departures. 

United Airlines, which is based at O’Hare, 
turned in a 91 percent on-time arrival rate in 
November— the second-best among the top 
18 airlines that are monitored in the govern- 
ment’s monthly Air Travel Consumer Report. 
Hawaiian Airlines was No. i in November. 
United ranked No. 3 for arrival performance, 
at 85 percent, from January through Novem- 
ber 2010. 


Thousands of dead fish wash up along lakefront

Thousands of dead gizzard shad, a small 
fish of the herring family are frozen in ice 
or floating in open patches of water along 
the Chicago lakefront in what could be a 
weather related die-off 

A local lake fish expert said Tuesday that 
although it’s unusual to see so many of the 
fish along the lakefront, it’s hard to say if 


the size of the die-off is unusual, or just 
more visible because of a thaw Dec. 31 that 
brought them to the surface. 

“It’s not an unusual event at all for giz- 
zard shad to do this,” said Dan Makaus- 
kas, project manager at the Illinois De- 
partment of Natural Resources. “We just 
haven’t seen it around here.” 

Makauskas said younger shad, spawned 


in the spring, are more likely to die when 
winter weather is colder longer, as it has 
been this year. 

Areas around the country have been the 
site of animal die-offs this winter— includ- 
ing 5,000 birds in Arkansas, which experts 
believe were spooked by New Year’s Eve 
fireworks, causing them to fly into build- 
ings and trees.

□ TUCSON, Ariz. The family of a 22-year- 
old man accused in an Arizona shoot- 
ing spree that killed six people and injured 
14 others expressed sorrow Tuesday for the 
rampage and asked for the media to respect 
their privacy 

“There are no words that can possibly ex- 
press how we feel. We wish there were, so we 
could make you feel better,” the family of ac- 
cused gunman Jared Lee Loughner’s said in a 
statement. 

“We don’t understand why this happened. 
It may not make any difference, but we wish 
that we could change the heinous events of 
Saturday” the family statement said. “We care 
very deeply about the victims and their fami- 
lies. We are so very sorry for their loss.” 

Meanwhile, Rep. Gabrielle Giffords re- 
mained in critical condition, three days after 
she was shot in the head during a gunman’s 
rampage, but she was breathing on her own 
and doctors backed off on some sedation. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. 

Moses Choi hops 
into a van, rubs his 
hands together and 
signals the passengers 
to quiet down. As he 
leans back to address 
them, his face breaks 
into a grin, his teeth 
glistening in the dawn 
haze. 

“Today we say good- 
bye to the north,” he 
says as young men and 
women cheer, peek- 
ing through woolen 
scarves and hats. 

Choi is among 
about 70 Southern Su- 
dan natives gathered 
on a cold morning in 
a church parking lot in 
Clarks ton, Ga., a metro 
Atlanta enclave popular 
with refugees. 

The group is heading to Nashville to vote 
in a referendum that could split Sudan into 
two: the north and the south. 

Several million people in Southern Sudan 
are voting this week in the historic referen- 
dum on whether to declare independence 
from a government based in the north. 
About 55,000 Southern Sudanese are cast- 
ing ballots in the U.S. and seven other coun- 
tries. 


Choi drives in a convoy of more than a 
dozen cars. As it snakes out of the parking 
lot, some passengers sing a song by former 
guerrilla fighters who now lead the govern- 
ment and army of semi-autonomous South- 
ern Sudan. 

“We will never surrender; we will keep 
fighting until we get what we want,” they 
sing in Arabic, the national language. 


For Choi, the referendum is more of rep- 
aration. 

He’s one of the so-called Lost Boys: a gen- 
eration of children who fled the nation’s civ- 
il war and are now scattered across several 
continents. The U.S. resettled nearly 4,000 
of them about a decade ago. The men— now 
mostly in their 20s and 30s —have spent the 
past decade rebuilding their lives.

A more effective 
Chester Taylor could 
help stymie Seattle

Even after watching the Seahawks 
surrender 36 points in beating New 
Orleans on Saturda}^ Bears running 
back Chester Taylor came away more 
impressed with them and their de- 
fense than he was during the regular 
season. 

“They’re a lot better than when 
we played them in Week 6,” Taylor 
said. “And they have speed on that 
defense. We just have to go out and ... 
just punch them in the mouth.” 

Running the ball down their 
throats would suffice. 

If there was ever a time for Taylor 
to regain his swagger, it would be now 
as the Bears prepare for Sunday’s di- 
visional playoff game at Soldier Field. 
The nine-year veteran has been the 
missing element in a running attack 
that thrived the second half of the 
season thanks to Matt Forte’s heavy 
lifting. 

Forte finished with 1,069 rushing 
yards and averaged a solid 4.5 yards 
per carry on 237 attempts. Taylor 
managed just 267 yards on 112 carries 
for a career-low 2.4-yard average. 

“The running game is always im- 
portant, especially at this time of 
year,” Forte said. “Tbu have to get two 
guys going and wear down defenses. 
It’s only going to help you to get that 
established.” 

And the numbers prove it. 

Not only did all four wild-card 
weekend winners outrush their op- 


ponents, but all four— Baltimore, the 
N.Y. Jets, Green Bay and Seattle— 
rushed for 138 yards or more, with 
three of those teams averaging better 
than 4.0. The Ravens, with a 3.6 av- 
erage, were the only ones who held a 
comfortable enough lead to milk the 
clock. 

The Bears, with a much-improved 
offensive line clearing holes, might 
want follow the same model. 

“What we have to do is run the ball 
and control the clock; keep [Matt] 
Hasselbeck off the field,” Forte said. 


“We have to give our defense a rest, 
and then wear the Seahawks defense 
down.” 

Such wasn’t the case when the 
teams met in October. The Bears 
were much more pass-oriented then 
as Jay Cutler attempted 39 passes. 
Forte and Taylor combined for a just 
42 yards on 12 carries in the 23-20 loss. 

“No, we didn’t run it,” Forte re- 
called, “but we’ve gotten better at 
that throughout the season, so I’m 
not worried what we did the last 
game. It will be a different game.”

“I’m proud to represent the Black- 
hawks,” Sharp said. “If you look around 
our room, a lot of guys should be going 
so it’s an honor that I’ve been chosen. I 
think I’ve gotten better every year. It’s al- 


ways nice to be rewarded with this kind of 
individual accomplishment.” 

As one of the faces of the NHL and 
one of its top players, Kane gained a se- 
lection despite a slow start offensively 
that was exacerbated by a left ankle injury 
that caused him to miss eight games. The 
winger finished fifth among forwards in 
fan voting. 

“It has been an up-and-down season 
between coming off not starting off real 
great and the injury,” said Kane, who will 
make his second All-Star Game appear- 
ance. “I think I’ve proved before I can 
be an All- Star-caliber player and that was 
probably why I got selected.”

The gritty 
Midwest 


Indiana rapper Freddie Gibbs says there’s 
no shortage of tales about drugs or guns 

By Andy Downing 

Rapper Freddie Gibbs’ music frequently plays like an audio version of 
the celebrated HBO series “The Wire,” portraying the grittier side 
of urban life instead of reveling in wealth and materialism like 
many of his contemporaries. 


WeVe got Rhymefest running for alderman up here in Chicago. Could 
you see yourself doing something similar in Gary? 

{Laughs.} One day I’m going to be the mayor of Gary man. 


How did you avoid that same prison/grave fate that many of the people you 
grew up with suffered? 

Faith in God. I think it’s written for everybody what path we’re gonna have. God 
just chose this one for me. The more I dive into the rap game, the more I separate myself 
from the things I did before. 

Isn’t that a tricky paradox? You want to maintain that authenticity, but at the same 
time you can’t keep doing the same things and expect to flourish. 

The purpose of this thing is to evolve and progress, not to regress. I can’t continue on 
the same destructive path because I’m going to get the same results. I don’t want to die 


“I’m not going to talk about {bleep} I don’t know about,” the 28 -year- 
old Gibbs says. “I don’t have no Hermes shoes. I can’t tell that story” 
The rapper, born and raised in Gary, Ind., instead brings a pho- 
tographer’s eye to his autobiographical tales, which unflinching- 
ly (and often graphically) detail the poverty, violence and crime 
that marked his upbringing. Reached by phone in late De- 
cember at his current home in L.A., Gibbs discussed his feel- 
ings about his hometown, his political aspirations and why 
having 13,000 Twitter followers is preferable to 100,000. 

I read an interview where you mentioned that Michael 
Jackson’s family made it out of Gary and never looked back. 
I’m curious, when were you last home? 

I go home every month, dog. If I’m not there every month, 
it’s every other month. I got family there and I got property I 
maintain. 

How do you feel about your hometown these days? 

I think it’s {bleeped} up. I think the political situation keeps things 
there looking like a modern-day ghost town. It’s crazy, man. There’s 
nowhere to go in Gary Nothing to do. No movie theater. No mall. 
There’s no jobs. No nothing. It’s at an economic standstill.

or go to jail. I got family that’s depending on me. 
And I don’t want to let myself down. [Bleep] 
everybody else. I’ve got goals. 

You have over 13,000 Twitter followers now. 
Were there any you were excited to find out 
about? 

{ESPN.com writer] Bill Simmons. I like it ’cause 
I got 13,000 followers. I ain’t got 100,000 fol- 
lowers where like 90,000 of them fake. I think 
my fan base is natural. I’m not the biggest dude 
in rap. Yet. 

Have you read any of your reviews? 

Yeah, man, I check ’em out. I don’t keep up with 
all of it, but I’m very conscious about the con- 
tent that goes up about me on the Internet. 

There was one line in the Pitchfork review 
of the “Straight Killa EP” where they wrote, 
“We’re probably never going to hear any new 
ideas from Gibbs.” What’s your reaction to 
that? 

Maybe they view me as run-of-the-mill gangsta 
rap, but they stiU like what they hearing. Or 
maybe they mean it in a positive way, like my 
style is a throwback to what I came up on. It is 
what it is. I think what I do is very innovative 
and it pays respect to the era before me. I don’t 
think nobody sounds at all like I do. 

Do you feel any pressure to broaden your scope 
musically moving forward? 

I think there’s plenty of stories to be told within 
this genre and style. You got guys from Chicago, 
Indiana, Michigan, Ohio. It’s all Midwest, but 
within that realm you got different geographi- 
cal things that come into play when you selling 
dope or running guns or pimping. You got cer- 
tain gang laws in certain territories. You gotta be 
aware. I think my music is making people aware 
of what to do and what not to do. 

When you put it that way, it almost sounds like 
an instruction manual.
